Pegasus — 
the Winged 
Horse 



Take a trip with a very 
special means of 
transportation — a horse 
with wings! This mytho- 
logical horse would cer- 
tainly make for a very 
smooth ride, and I would 
imagine a very fast trip! 

In late August and 
early September, Pegasus 
is just returning to the 
evening sky and will remain 
throughout the fall and early 
winter. To locate the winged 



horse simply look east about 
one or two hours after sunset 
and find four bright stars that 
are in the shape of a large 
square. These stars in Pe- 
gasus are often referred to as 
the "Great Square of Pe- 
gasus" and make finding the 
constellation very easy. 

Pegasus is just above the 
ecliptic and is a great help in 
locating a fairly dim constel- 
lation — Pisces — that is on the 
ecliptic. To locate the two
